Injuries deſigned, both againſt the Church and State of 


theſe Kingdoms, and the barbarous Intrigues intended 
to the deſtroying the Reputation of the greateſt and beſt. 
Men amongſt us, who on all occaſions bave appeared 
in defence of the Church of England, and the Rights 


and good of the People: And this Confeſſion I had 


made when I was before the Parliament, had I been fo

A a moſt fatal Ex- 
perience has now convinced me powerfully of my Error; and 
ons ir is no digreſſion from the Principles of a true 
Chriſtian, ar leaſt, one that fincerely deſires ſo humbly | 
and heartily, ro confeſs his Sins, and that as pub. WE 
lickly as ever his Crimes were. I might indeed have 
done this before my Tryal, and ſome time fince ; but 
having, in part, diſceyered-ir by Letters o the Righe 
Honourable the Earl of Nottingham, to Mr. Attorney General, 
and others, I, as ſoon as my Sentence was paſſed, was con- 
vyinced of my Error, and finding no encouragement, but to 
the contraty, which Rob. Stevens came to me to Bridewel, 
and told me, That the Miniſters of State would receive 
no more. Letters from me, nor believe what I ſaid: mo 
- finding I was more ſeverely uſed than before, I reſolved 
to be filenr, nor indeed, had I much defire ro expoſe my 
| own unbappy Immaturity, nor the Villany of my old Ac- 
| quaintance and Benefactors. Bur I muſt here acknowledge, 
that 1 was informed by a Gentleman who came ſeveral 
times to ſee me, in company with Dr. Salmon, that he being 
acquainted with my Lord Nottingham, had heard his Lord- 
ſhip to ſay, Thar he did believe almoſt all I had writ him, 
concerning the Scandals I had publiſhed by rhe Inſtigation 
of Sir John Savil, which Sir ohn was then living, and died 
near fix Months after my Diſcovery of his Intrigues. 
I! muſt own likewiſe, that ſince my being in the Queen a. 
Bench, and whilſt ] was writing the greateſt part of the 
Tranſactions of my Life, I found ic very hard to brin 
my mind to an ingenuous Confeſſion : And I do now af- 
firm, that until very lately, I have been more at quiet and 
ſedate, and giving way to my Reaſon, by a ſtrict Exami- 
nation of things paſt, ſo that from the Senſe of my Duty 
to God, my Neighbour, and my Self, I now am. writing 
har is Truth, and by the Divine Agiſtance, I will nor

All my Doubts, Scruples, and Fears, I have brought to 
this reſult, That as by many Untraths the World has 
| been impoſed on by me, I think, and am convinced in my

| Conſcience, that God - Almighty, who knows the Secrets 
of every Heart, will neither Pardon nor Bleſs me, until 
I have made all the juſt and: rea ſonable Satisfaction [ 
can: So way the Divine Power be my ProteQor, and the 
Almighty Bleſs and Pardon me, accordirg as I ſpeak the 
Truth in the following Lines. I crave leave, before I de- 
ſcend to Particulars, to premiſe, That I have ro Prejudice 
againſt the Body of the Drfſenters ; I know many very good 
and honeft Men amongſt them, who hate the Practices and 
Principles of thoſe I am to mention, (the Authors of my 
Ruin: ) On the other Hand, 1 am neither joined with 
Papiſts nor Facobites, as ſome ſuſpect; my Aim is to lay 
open a Truth, which, I hepe, may tend to the ſervice of 
our good Queen A NN, and Her Government: For {6lemn- 
ly I ſwear, that I have the higheſt and greateſt Regard, Dus 
ty, and Honour, for the Royal Family of the Stunt; 
and may there never want one of that Line, as the Law 
has provided, to fit upon the Throne of theſe Kingdoms. 
Her preſent Majeſty has had, God be praiſed, ( with' her 
Allies) glorious Succeſs ſince her happy Acceflion to the 
Throne; may ſh: live long and proſper, which is my daily 
Prayers : Her Majefty's T hrone is eſtabliſhed on Righte- 
ouſneſs, the Hearts and Hands of Her People are Hers, ſo 
there is no occaſion for the uſe of indirect Means to prop 
Her Royal Title or Authority; and I know the Queen is 
a Lover of Truth, and Encourager of virtuous Actions; 
And I hope, whilſt honeſtly and conſcienriouſſy I am dif- 
charging my own Conſcience of a heavy Guilt, 1 ſhall not 
incur the Diſpleaſure of Her Majeſty, nor any that have the 
Honour to ſerve or be governed 5 Her, in humble Confi- Wl

W HEN I was firſt engaged in the Service of King 
WILLIAM, by the means of Mr. Cornel/ins Har- 
flet, and Major Tho. Kitchel, I did perform very honeſtly all 
that I undertook ; and the Diſcoveries I made at my going [1 
and coming from France, to the King, the then Earl of il 
Sbrewsbnry, and Lord Sidney, &c. were truth to the beſt of my 
knowledge: Bur after Mr. Crone's Tryal, that I came ac- 
quainted with Dr, Oats, Mr. Fer, White, Mr, Om Mr.

ed the Deſign of puttirg me upon accuſing, before the 


| Houſe of Commons, thirty Perſons, of the greateſt Quality, 
| beſides ſixty odd Members of the Houſe of Commons, with 
having ſigned an Inſtrument, or Aſſociation, whereby they 
| ſhould have invited the French King to invade England with a 
| powerful Army, they promiſing to riſe and joyn the ſame, in 
order to re-eſtabliſh the late King FAMES : And Mr. Arnold, 
and Mr. Savil, being the firſt Perſons that propoſed this ro 
me, told me, that incaſe I would but tell the Houſe 
of Commons, that I had ſeen ſuch an Aſſociation at St. 
Germans, and had taken a Copy of it, that they afterwards 
had Mr. Hayes ready for to ſwear, that he carried the ori- 


ginal Aſſociation into France, ſo his Evidence corroborating 
with mine, it would be ſure to blaſt theſe Lords and Gen- 


tlemen, if nor to take off their Heads, After this comes in 
Tutchin, with Nildman, and Oats, who all ſer upon me 
to do this mighty Service, which could not otherwiſe be 
introduced; and, in truth, here began that Story of Hayes 


| and Dalleval. IT was now to be directed by them in all 


| things, and to make no motion without their conſent ; and 


to deceive the Government, I had many ſham Lerters fent 


to me, as coming from Hayes and Dalleval, at the Court of 


| St. Germans; now they had procured one Sir Fames Hayes, 
a little Man, and, I think, a Scotch man, and I have once 
| ſeen at Sr. Germans, a Perſon of the ſame Sir-name, and not

was ordered, that this Hayes ſhould go with me to the Bi- 


altogether unlike him; this Sir James paſſed with me for 
him whom I had ſeen there, and Mr. Arnold, and the reſt, 
| affirmed to me that his Name was George Hayes. The King 
being in Flanders, I was to make my application to the 


Queen, which was managed by Dr. Tillotſon, then newly 


| made Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the good Man, I ſup- 
| poſe, took all for matter of Fact, and carried theſe Letters 
to her Majeſty, thinking this Hayes and Daleval would do 


mighty ſervice, if they could be got from France. Next it

ſhop, and pretend that he was newly come from France; 
which he did accordingly, and ſhewed his Grace abundance 
of ſham Letrers, and Papers, relating roa Conſpiracy againſt 
the Government ; this mightily inflarned rhe Biſhop, who 


imparted all ro the Queen: Then Hayes urged mightily _ 
for his going back to France, that the Plot might go on un- 


til it was juſt ripe, and then he and Dalleval would come 
over together, and detect all the Conſpirators; this Method 
was approved by the Biſhop, and leave was given for Hayes 
to go for France, as he pretended, and it was defired that 
I might go to Flanders, to be near the King in the Camp, 
to receive Letters from Hayes, and by a Mcthod he pretended 
to remir them over to me; great care was taken to keep 
this Secret from my Lord Nottingham, then Secretary of 
State; no by no, means, his Lordſhip muſt not know of it; 
no doubt but if he had, the Roguery bad been found 
out: But my Lord Melvil, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, he was to mannage the matter: I had his Paſs 


ro go for Holland, and Letters of Recommendation. I 


went for Flanders at the Queens Expence, and one Mr. Jon. 
Weft, as they, to-wit, Mr. Arnold, and the reſt, called him, 
was ſent at the Expence of the latter, to keep at a diſtance 
from me, and ſo convey ſuch Letters as he received from 
Hayes, (who was in England) to me, under pretence that 
they came from France; by which means the pretended 
Diſcovery was carried on, and I being near the King, ac- 


cording to my Inſtructions, I preſented all my forged In- 


telligence to his Majeſty, by Mr. Caſteares, a Scoteb Miniſter, 
and Chaplain to the King, who alſo officiated in State Mat- 
ters for Scotland, and was chief Agent for my Lord Melvil; 
and that, in the Camp, I kept company, almoſt continually, 
with Mr. Caſteares, and that he ſupplied me, is well know 
to the learned Dr. Birch, of St. Brides, and the Dean of 


FVincheſter. Mr. Caſteares is a Presbyterian, but I cannot

The ſeaſon of the Year approaching for the King's 


return, I was called home before by Letters, ordered 
for that purpoſe, bur the manner of returning, you have

niſned with new Letters fronr Mr. Hayes, in order to infi- | 
nuate, that the King had ſo many Traytors in his Council, 
that Dalleval and he could not ſafely venter themſelves into 
England, unleſs they had a Protection from the King and 
Parliament : And Mr. Crone being got into Fraure, this 
Device was to be backt with an enquiry in the Houfe of 
Commons, how he got off, and it was propoſed, if poſſible, 
to charge that Miſcarriage on my Lord Nottingham, (1 
do not queſtion hut this is well remembred; ) Accord- | 
ingly, when the Parliament far, I writ ſeveral Lettem to 
the Speaker, Sir ohn Trevor, who took little notioe of them, 
until at length I was very bold, as I found him: ſtack, and 
told him, nay charged him, as he would anſdben che ron- 
trary, that he would inform the Houſe of Commòne, that 
I had a great Diſcovery to make, of the Deſigns of feyeral * 
great Men, Sc. being engaged with France, to invade 
England with a French Army, to reſtore King Fanies, and 
Aro King VMilliam, and his Government; upon this; the 
Houſe was informed, and 1 ordered for to attend. Mr. An 
nold, and ſeveral others, having ſtuck hard for me, and 
all my Letters and Informations were Drawn. up by Ma | 
Tutchin and Mr. Fohnſon, who were joyned in the: De- 4 
fign, upon prerence that my Lord Nottingham, my Ford 
| Godolphin, and others, had hired Ruffians ro breaſt 
his Houſe, as Mr. F9hn/on affirmed that many did fo; with 
a Defign ro cut his Throat, and. many ſuch like Crimes 
they induſtriouſly and falſely ſpread abroad, to abuſe thoſe, 
and other Noble Lords. At my appearing before the Hduſe, 
and at the Bar, I read firſt what was really true, as I had 
deliver'd on Mr. Crone's Tryal, and then what they bad ma- 
liciouſly invented, abuſing and charging ſeveral grear and 
— Men with Treaſon of the higheſt Nature. Then 
T produced a Lift of the Names they bad given me; buy 
the Nature of the Crime was ſo horrid, that I was ready 
ro ſink down when I offered to read ir : Bur I had great 
encouragement from thoſe my Abettors; and by order of 
rhe Houſe, I had Money paid me out of the Exchequery

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Nation's ſafety; the good Men joyning in hopes of a great 
Diſcovery, and the bad were over and above diligent. 
having thus, for my part, accuſed ſeveral Biſhops, Dukes, 
Earls, and other Peers, and ſixty Commoners, tho' not par- 
ticularly by Names, tho the Lords were; it” was nor 
expected that Dalleval and Hayes ſhould appear, as I had 
promifed ; but there was no ſuch Man that I could pro- 
duce as Dalleval ; and Sir Fames Hayes being afraid to ap- 

| poar, the whole Plot was in great danger; however, to 
cover the matter, Mr. Fon. Arnold ſends over a Man, C who 
now, or very lately, kept a Coffee houſe in Queen Rreet, 
near Cheapſide) with the Protection given by the King, 
for the Protecting of Dalleval and [ayes ; this Protection 
was figned by the King, and ſealed with his Seal, and? 
directed to all the Princes and States in confederacy with 
his Majeſty, deſiring them to aſſiſt and permit Col. Tho. 
Dalleval, and Mr. George Hayes, to come ſpeedily for Eng- 
land, and with this Inſtrument, I ſay, the ſaid Arnold ſent 
the Perſon before named, to Antwerp, in Flanders, where 
it was pretended he ſhould meet them at their coming from ; - , 
France, at one Dr. King's, an IriſB man, who lived at An? 

twer»; the poor Man had a tedious Journey, by reaſon of 

the Froſt, and it was contrived to keep him abroad until 
the Parliament roſe: But Sir Fames Hayes ſtarting aſide, 
all our Cabal was at a ſtand, and for fear he ſhould betray: 
ir, juſt as the Parliameſt was rifing, which was expected 
every Pay, a new ſham Letter comes to me, as from Hayes 
and Baleval at Dover, importing, that they would be in 
Town} and attend the Houſe the Monday following. No.]. 
Mr. Arnold, and the reſt, were very confident that the 
Parliament. would riſe on Saturday, bejng the 20th of Feb. 
but it ſo happened, that they did not rife until Wedneſday 
the 24th of the ſame Month, ſo that I was become. the 
Sacrifice; and now I ſhall ſhew you how inhumanly it was 
brought ro paſs. Mr. Arnold, Mr. Fohnſon, and others, 
having heard Vm. Killegrew tell ſeveral Stories about a 
Woman that was brought from Treland with my Lady 
Tyrconel, and that ſhe was big with Child, and ſuppoſed 
by reaſon of ſeveral. Informations given concerning her, 
privarely at Court, by ran that brought Pain 
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from Ireland, and ſome others, and from ſome Paſſages that 
I had imperfectly related, they preſently vampt up a long 
Narrative of The Diſcovery of the true Mother of the pretended 
Prince of Wales, which was all to paſs for my own ; and 
this I was to preſent to the Parliament, in cafe they called 
ſuddenly for me, by which means, they affirmed, Bſhould 
be ſure to ſtop all Proceedings againſt me; but, I'preſume, 
they were at the pinch very unwilling to truſt ro that Ex- 
periment ; for on Sunday, the Night before Dalleval and Hayes 
was to appear before the Houſe, I had a Doſe given me, 
which cauſed me to vomit all that Night, and next Day, 
until I was almoſt dead. Then Mr. Arnold acquainted the 
Houſe what a miſerable Condition I was in, and moved 
that a Committee might be ſent to examine me, and 19 
ſeize my Papers, amongſt which, ir was contrived, that 
the Narrative ſhould be, concerning the pretended Prince; 
and they were ſeized by the Committee accordingly ; the 
| Committee was alſo to enquire of me where Daleval and 
Hayes lodged ; and Wildman was ſent to order me ta:ſend 
them to a Houſe in Holborn, where the People were Papiſts, 
that thereby there might be grounds for a Prerence that the 
People denied them : But all this did nor avail, fof the 
Wiſdom of the Houſe was not ſo vilely to be impoſed upon. 
And on Wedneſday, Feb. the 24th, no Dalleval nor Hayes 
appearing, the Houſe proceeded to Cenſure me; and Mr. 
Arnold, it is moſt notoriouſly known, was the Man wW-he 
molt vigorouſly, to the amazement of many, promi the 
Vote againſt me; and the King coming that Day on 
ſudden, he propoſed, and I was voted an Impoſtor,: a Chem. 
and that I had falſely accuſed ſeveral Perſons of Honour 
and Quality: An Addreſs was ordered to the King, that 
his Majeſty would order his Attorney General ro proſecute 
me. I was ſoon confined cloſe in the King's-Bench, and 
Mr. Arnold quickly ſupplied me with Money, and Mr. 
Tutchin, Mr. Savil, and Mr. Fer. 1#/hbite, and many others, 
brought and ſent me ſeveral Sums; and Mr. Gillibrand, a

Change; in a word, I had abundance of great Gifts, which 
together with rhe help of Mr. Savil, Mr. Tutchin, and others, 
ſpurred me on to write whatever was ſuggeſted. I grew 
into much acquaintance in the City with Sir n. Aſburſt, 
Sir . Tho. . Abney, and abundance more very worthy and good 
Men, and had ſome Favours from them. I alſo was of a Club 
at the One- Jun Tavern in the Strand, with John Harrington, 
Eſq ; Mr. Henry Griffith, Sir Fleetwood Shepard; Mr, Tholon 
was alſo my Companion. and ſometimes with the Club, to 
whom alſo belonged Col. Scot, and a conſiderable number 
of ropping Whiggs, but my principal Acquaintance were 
Mr. Harrington, and Mr. Griff:th, and thoſe Gentlemen be- 
ing Men of great Parts, and Companions of Sir ohn Sa- 
vil's, Mr. Tutchin's, Mr. Fohnſon's, &c. joyned with them 
in puſhing me on to accompliſh the main Deſign of all, viz. to 
blaſt all the Lords and Commons of England, whom they:

Savil, and the reft, told me he was newly come from Frence, 
and that he had mighty things to diſcover, that therefore 
we muſt renew our Acquaintance, and aſſiſt each other:
